While It 1« admitted that Croker Is

the present boae of the city and the reported
owner of atock In the New-York Baseball Club,

he la not likely to be a g: eat aucceaa as a moral-

izer The compariaor.a which came from Mr.

Croker last week have cauetd much amusement.
His estimates of how many votea hie able lieu¬

tenants oan secure In certain districts at elec¬

tion time receive all due respect and considera¬
tion, hut when he compares Sunday baseball

playing with riding a bicycle on Sunday, the

humorists of the country can well afford to

sharpen their pencils and get to work. Mr Croker
Intimates that baseball teams may play cham-

plonship games In this city on Sundays here¬

after, and he says such sport Is no more harmful
to the community than the riding of a bicycle
on that day. Such suggestiona are childish and
ridiculous. The idea of playing Sunday baseball
in New-York City Is simply to fill the Polo
Grounds with a mixed assortment of humanity
at so much u head.

Those men knew that such a course would in

time ruin the trame In thla city, as the practice
ha« Injured baseball In the West, and they also
knew that such cames would offend th·· better
class of their patrons and keep them away
from the grounds. Th« only excuse ever offered
bv th'. Westers clubs for playing Sunday con¬

tests was thfit their team» could not pay a*g-

panses without such games. The New-York
club can offer no such excuse, for there is a

handsome profil In the treasury, and If It Is con¬

ducted on business principles there Is no reason

why the club sbollii not be a money-maker, not

only one year, but every year The profits have

been large «:ver since Í893.

Mr. Croker possibly doea not ride a bicycle,
and consequently does not know of the ad¬

vantages of the wheel. Ht should learn to ride

at once The bose Is said to be an expert hlil-

rlimher and walker, and If this Is so he should
not have much trouble In learning to ride a bi-

cycle. Were Mr. Crok.?r to change his style of

SpoA roads movement, and particularly io the
subject of state aid to highways, «"»tto Dorner,
chairman of this committee, is no* preparing
tills booh ff,r the press, with the assistance of
General Roy feiot.e. the head of the Cnlted
State« Bureau of Ruad Inquiry, at Washington
The National Committee fir Highway Improve¬
ment and the officers and members of the
League will collect the addres«··« of farmers
gad State and local officials to whom the pam¬
phlets are to be sent.

Thi Highway Imprcvement Committee ha«
had this project under consideration for over a

year, but It la only within the lest few day« that
the plan for issulr.r end circulating tb« pam¬
phlets has been finally perfected. At the Good
Riad» Parliament at .Nashville last September.
Mr. Dorner end A. B. Choate, of Mliineap«>lle,
members of the National Committee, laid the
matter before General Stone, who declared that
the undertaking wouid have every poaalble aup-
port and encouragement from his bureau. Gen¬

eral Stone haa is*ued, alnce the eatabllshment
of »he Good Itoade Bureau, aotne fifty different
hnlistlng relating to various pastees of the good
roads problem, and containing much valuable
information, but the appropriation« made by
Cuincitss for the support of the bur. au be-
Intc liiilted In amount, It haa been Impossible to
circulate them upon a lerne srale. It t« partly
for this reason that thi» enormous edition of
pampl.li. ta Is to be l«Ku«id by the L. ? W and
they will contain th«· rondenaed results of all
the manv vetuaLle lnquirlea made by tho Good
Roads Bureau, both In thi« country and abroad.
They will explain the loaae» due to btd tuu.ua.
IMuatiatc- the differ«·;.t method« of constructing
macadam, telford. gravel and dirt roadi both
In Europe and In America, and dlecu«s the va¬
rious mean« and method« for ralelni' funds to
pay for Improved highway« Special attention
will ha paid to un· plan« auc« «««fully adopted
In N«w-J«r««y and Ma«suchua« it«. The L. A.
W. officiala and Road Int-nlry Bureau have an
sxtenalve eoDection of photographe of good and
bad read«, taken In thi« country and In Kurope,
whlcn »ill be employed in Illustrating the pro·
ae«ed Uiv'd. Woiklng drawing», mad« by promt-

nent engineers, will be used to Illustrate the
various methods of road construction.

This project Is one of the most extensive plans
ever sdooted for agitating any reform, and la

exceeded only by the elaborate efforts made by
the rolltlca' Parties during a Presidential cam¬

paign. The movement for Improved highways,
which has made euch remarkable progresa a?t¬

ing the last three or four years, waa Inaugu¬
rated years ago by the League of American

Wheelmen, the most prominent good roads ad-

vocate in its ranks being Isaac B. Potter, of

New-York, who Is now Its president. Years
ago the Leagti« began th- publication of the
monthly "Good Roads" magazine, which was

merged Into the pres»nt "L. A. W. Eulle'.in"
«vhen that organ wax established two years ago.

The L. A. \V. has 1'eeti closely connected with
the Introduction of .State aid to roads, ns now
established in New-Jersey and Connecticut,
and with the present Massachusetts system of
State highway construction. Vigorous cam-

paigns for State aid were carried on during the
last year In Pennsylvania. New-York, Wie-
consln. Minnesota, Connecticut, Illinois. Rhode
Island and elsewhere. The circulation of a large

edition of pamphlets devotfd to the good roads
movement will tend greatly to Increase public. |
Interest and will popularize the valuable work

of the United States Hoad Inquiry Bureau, by
bringing the results of Its Investigation directly
home to thousands of farmers in each State of
the Union.

The new route through Brooklyn from the

Greenpoint Ferry (reached from the foot of

East Twerrty-thlrd-st .). which was recently de¬

scribed in detail In this column, has been open

to public use for the last week, but the number
of New-York riders who have made personal
acquaintance with it Is much smaller than It

would have been If the Improvement had been

brought to completion at a more favorable sea¬

son. It Is no longer necessary to go over the

miserably uneven aaphalt In Bedford-ave. to get

anywhere In Brooklyn, and with the relief fur¬

nished for that thoroughfare It 1b to be hoped
that the authorities will see thai the pavement
is relald a.« soon as possible. Probably the ma¬

jority of wheelmen who cross the river to c.reen-

point and take the Just finished route will

follow It all the way to the Kastern Parkway.
but this Is not necessary for those on their way

to Prospect Park or Coney Island. Half a

dozen blocks this side of the Parkway they may
turn Into ?·.

way to Norton's Point, as the western extrem-
ity of the Island Is called; and a delightful
trip It Is. if tho wind Is on Its good behavior
One thing la sure to strlk«· the traveller over
this novel cycle path, namely, that parts if
the beach are thickly paved with shells,
other parts are comparatively free from them,
and no reason for th·» difference la apparei
The broken pieces of sh«»ll need cause the cy
no apprehension, even if they crack as h·» passes
over them, for they will be press» ? Into the
sand long before they injure a ? Ir»· Broken
bottles and other fragments of glass he will
hav«· to guard against. The distai···· from the
Ocean Parkway to the end of the Island Is about
three miles. The six-mile round trip Is sure l·»
be appreciated keenly by all Who take It.

With '.he Increasing number of smooth-paved
thoroughfares that Intersect there Is great need
of caution as the crossings are approached. If
accidents are to be avoided. When the new-

pavement in Plfth-ave Is finished it will be
Crossed by numerous streets paved with the
sanie material. By the law of probabilities there

are many chances that cyclists rld.ng at right
angles to one another will approach the point
of intersection at tlie same time, it is obvious
that some rule should be adopt-1 to prevent the
likelihood of collisions A system of t>o 11 sig¬
nals might be arranged, or a "rub» of the road"
migli! be adopted by general cons-nt, providing
thai those riding north and south have the
right of way over those going east and west.
But even then it would be needful to exercise
care in approaching the dang.-r points and t<·
ride slowly and cautiously.

The ide.il cyclometer should In¬
dicate thousands as well as hundreds <>f nubs,
and should b«· equipped with a device for mark¬
ing the length of each «rip, In addition to the
total mneage; and. furthermore, it should be
so constructed an not to be broken easily, som«
cyclometers that give entire satisfaction In or¬
dinary circumstances are liable to lie easily
smashed if Intrusted to a railroad train, unless
more than ordinary chif Is «rgercised by the
baggage handlers Sp-aklng of records. It m a ?
be said that the m<>n who hav· made 8.U0O miles
or upward may count themselves among the
small but luck? minority, while women riders
who have 1,800 miles to their credit are justl-
11» .1 In feeling that they have done well, even
!f they have not covered themselves with glory.

An attempt was made early In tin») year to
introduce a tandem with the rear seat higher
than the front on··, so that the man riding be¬
hind could see the road easily over his compan¬
ion's head Blnce it has not been seen on th*»
roads about the city to any extent, the Inference
Is that It wan not a great success. On the aver¬

age, the man riding with a woman In front Is the
taller of the two, and «-an se? the road ahead
without great trouble Various suggestions have
been made about building tandems in such a

way that, the w..man might occupy the r»ar seat,
but ihe plan of having the drop-fram.» half Iti
front still holds the fl.-ld. Tandems have b«^n
s«-en with double drop-frames, so that two
women could ride them without wearing divided
skirts or other devices to accomplish the snm·»
end, but the utility of the arrangement Is open
t.» question. Th.re Is an obvious advantage,
1 owever, In having a tandem so constructed that
by the removal of a single bar a double diamoli.1
can be turn-d Into a combinati«*!, as Is tho
Case with some of those in use the present
y.-iir. It Is interesting to note, however, that
the plan In vogue four or five years ago of hav-
Ing ordinary safeties ma«ie "convertible" has
been abandoned altogether, save perhaps In the
«are of wheels mad··, for young children.
